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The replacement rate of 167 gives an indication of the youth who could be a 
spared from the rural-farm population between 1940 and 1950 without reducing the — = 
number of men of working age--67 for every 100 who replaced older men. The — hoe 
ratio was somewhat higher among Negroes (174) than among whites (165). It was ge. 


highest in the South Atlantic States (192) and the East South Central States * 
(190). In every State of the South it was greater for whites than for colored; osname 


the regional averages being 195 for white and 175 for colored. ed 


The lowest rate for any State was that for New Hampshire--it was just 100. ae 
The highest rate was 224 for whites in Alabama. The rate was above 200 in North ans 
Carolina (both white and colored), and in South Cafolina (both white and colored); 
and for whites in Awe Arkansas, Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, and in 
Utah. In these States then, less than half of the farm wen reaching working age 
(25 years) would have Bes needed as replacements for older men who died or 
reached retirement agee 


Wartime demands for men to go into the Armed Forces, war industries, and 
other essential activities created an intense pull on the manpower on farms. A = 
part of the demand for manpower could be met easily because some of the young 
men were not needed to inaintain the working-age population on farms, and because ~ 
others of working age were either unemployed or not fully employed. But continued 
demands for several years brought a marked decrease in men of working age living 
on farms. Wartime migrations, however, did not remove the basic problem for oe 
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rural youth which the replacement rates show——the problem of Tae 2 large pro- 


portion of rural youth for nonfarm occupations and of finding nonfarm occupe 
for them or expanding the opportunities in agriculture. 


The heavy migration from farms since 1940 has involved older people as weil 
as the young people who usually supply most of the migrants. The preference of | 
the Armed Forces for young men has involved a particularly heavy loss of men who = 
were 15 to 24 years old in 1940. +n spite of the great decrease since 1940 in 
the number of these young men, there are still enough left on farms even now to . 
fill the "varancies" which ape likely to result from death or retirement of older 
men living on farms during the decade 1944-54. There will be job opportunities 
on farms for some returning war workers or men from the armed forces as repiace— 
ments for women, girls, children, and very old men who have. worked during wartimes — 
but will want to go back to their normal pursuits after the ware But the return 


of any appreciable number of young men to farms in addition to those needed for pa 
replacements of the temporary workers would mean a net addition to the number of 
men of working age, for young men still on farms who will be reaching maturity a 
during the first post-war years will be sufficient in numbers to provide the a 
normal replacements for older mene a 


Wartime migration of people from farms means that tnere are fewer people on 
farms at present than at any other time during the last 50 to 60 years. ‘“ithout 
migration, the farm population would increase, for the number of births exceeds ‘ 
the number of deaths; in 1943 that-excess averaged nearly 400,000. If, in addi- 
tion to this"natural increase," there should be a considerable return of the 
members of the Armed Forces or emigrants to nonfarm areas, the farm population 
would increase rapidly.
